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The United States authorities are 
taking steps to inquire into what is 
stated to have been a gigantic plot to 
corner the wheat market and break 
The plot is said to have 
originated in Chicago and at least part 
of the plan was to spread reports of 
a great Russian crop which was like- 
ly to bring down the price of wheat 
heavily. One of the chief reasons for 
the defeat of the plot is said to have 
been the strength of the western 
Canadian wheat pool. 

No reduction seems likely to be 
made in ocean freight rates for Cana- 
dian cattle to Great Britain. 

Mr. Beatty, president of the C.P.R., 
was in Edmonton last weék and con- 
ferred with Premier.Greenfield as to 
the E.D. & B.C, Railway. Mr. Green- 
field made an informal offer for the 
sale of the railway to the C.P.R. which 
Mr. Beatty is taking into considera- 
tion, but no definite result has as yet 
been announced. Speaking at a ban- 
quet given to him and some of the 
other C.P.R. directors by the Board 
of Trade of Hdmonton, Mr. Beatty an- 
nounced that the government has giv- 
en the two Canadian railway systems 
a free hand as to the selection of im- 
migrants and the issue to them of the 
necessary permits to enter Canada. 
He predicted that there would be a 
considerable increase in the volume 
of immigration from Great Britain.

Chang-Tso-Ling, who of late has been PENHOLD NOTES 
getting on very bad terms with So- 
viet Russia. It is becoming more 
than possible that a revival of the 
old rivalry between Japan and Russia 
for the control of China is going to 
become acute, with the possible re- 
sult that these two nations will again 
be drawn into conflict, though this 
time China looks like being more 
than a merely neutral onlooker. 

France has broken off her negotia- 
tions with Soviet Russia for the set- 
tlement of Russia’s debt to France. 
The Soviet government has dis-owned 
all responsibility for the debt of the 
old czarist government to France and 
France has made the recognition of 
the debt a condition of her re-estab- 
lishing normal diplomatic relations 
with Russia, 

M. Caillaux, the French finance 
minister, has gone to the United 
States to try to arrive at an agree- 
ment for the payment of the French 
war debts to the States. 

France has announced that she is 
ready to enter into a new disarma- 
ment convention for the prevention 
of war. The Russian government on 
the other hand is reported to be try- 
ing to prevent any such agreement 
coming into force by making separate 
agreements with Poland and _ other 
Slav states on her borders, apparent- 
ly with a view to detaching them from 
their present alliance with France.

ter the war, and it now looks as if 
the protection which they expected to 
receive is not going to be given to 
them, in which case they can expect 
no mercy from the Turks. 

The League of Nations has refer- 
red the Mosul dispute between Brit- 
tain and Turkey to the Hague court 
of justice, thug delaying the settle- 
ment and avoiding the responsibility 
of a most critical situation. This ac- 
tion of the league is likely to damage 
its prestige as much as its complete 
failure to act efficiently in the dis- 
pute between Italy and Greece two 
years ago. In the meantime Irak has 
asked Britain to send additional 
troops to protect her against Turkish 
attack. 

The Royal Air Force is about to 
make a trial flight from Cairo in 
Egypt to Kano in Nigeria via Khar- 
toum and Lake Chad across the great 
north African desert. If this proves 
to be a practicable route; it will re- 
sult in the time for the journey from 
London to Cairo being reduced from 
15 to 8 days. The distance from Cairo 
to Kano is 2,800 miles. 

The working out of the temporary 
settlement of the coal dispute in 
Great Britain is proving difficult. A 
dispute with regard to it has already 
arisen between the men and the mine 
owners, and it has been referred to 
the government for settlement. 

Australia and Italy have supported 
Great Britain in the League of Na- 
tions in opposing a proposal for a 
special League of Nations organiza- 
tion being created to prepare for a 
general disarmament conference. The 
ground of the opposition is that such 
a conference ought not to be held 
until international security has first 
been provided for by agreements. 

A memorial to the late Mr. Bonar 
Law, for a time prime minister of 
Great Britain, has been unveiled at 
his birthplace in New Brunswick. 

Mr. Austen. Chamberlain, the Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, speaking at a 
meeting of the China Association in 
London, declared that Britain was 
willing to give up her special privil- 
eges in China when China had es 
tablished internal order and institu- 
tions which would secure justice and 
safety for foreigners in her territory. 

Army manoeuvres on a large scule 
are being held this week in Great 
Britain for the first time since 1914. 
Both regular and territorial troops are 
taking part, and all the latest milit- 
ary devices and machines will be test- 
ed thoroughly. Tanks with a speed of 
35 miles an hour, the latest aero- 
planes and a tractor-drawn artillery 
will be in action. 

FOREIGN 

Two French airmen were flying over 
German territory when their machine 
failed and crashed, one being killed 
and the other seriously injured. On 
his coming out of hospital the latter 
was arrested by the German authori- 
ties on a charge of flying over Ger- 
man territory without authority. 
France has demanded his immediate 
release, and the matter may cause 
serious complications. | Germany’s 
grounds for refusing to allow the air- 
men of allied countries to fly over 
her territory is intended as a protest 
against the restrictions imposed on 
German aviation by the Treaty of 
Versallles.

As many as 2,000 were under 
canvas at one time in the Govern- 
ment auto camp ground.

Maple sugar and maple syrup pro- 
duction in Canada during the season 
of 1925 amounted to 9,791,359 pounds 
and 1,672,093 gallons, respectively, 
with an aggregate value of $6,825,- 
416. This compares with an output 
of 9,385,415 pounds of maple sugar 
and 1,970,696 gallons of maple syrup 
during 1924. Quebec province ac- 
counted for over 90 per cent. of the 
production of maple sugar and over 
half of the output of maple syrup. 


Production of the four basic in- 
dustries of British Columbia during 
1924 aggregated in value $210,692,- 
793, as compared with $207,934,041 
in the previous year, according to a 
statement issued by the Provincial 
Government. The 1924 production 
was made up as follows, with 1923 
comparative figures in brackets: 
Forest products, $80,702,000 ($86,- 
674,400; agriculture, $60,029,224 
($59,139,798); mines, $48,704,604 
($41,304,320); and fisheries, $21,256,- 
965 ($20,795,923). 


Canada’s ordinary revenue for the 
four months of the present fiscal 
year ended July 31 last, shows an in- 
crease of $2,932,163 over the same 
four-month period last year, accord- 
ing to a statement made by the De- 
partment of Finance. Ordinary rev- 
enue for the four months of 1925 
amounted to $141,789,416. Ordinary 
expenditures during the four-month 
period show a decrease from $96,- 
646,541 in 1924 to $95,655,692 this 
year. 


George H. Ham, known through- 
out Canada as the Grand Old Man 
of the Canadian Pacific, celebrated 
his seventy-eighth birthday on Sun- 
day, August 23rd, and was the re- 
cipient of a deluge of congratulatory 
messages from all parts of the coun- 
try. Col. Ham has been with the 
Canadian Pacific since 1891 and by 
his social activities and powers as 
an orator has made for himself and 
for the company a veritable army 
of staunch and faithful fyiends, 


Butter exported from Canada dur- 
ing the twelve months ending June, 
1925, amounted to 25,096,120 pounds, 
valued at $8,934,794, a decided in- 
crease over the figures of the previ- 
ous year when exports amounted to 
13,668,379 pounds, valued at $5,031,- 
634, according to a report issued by 
the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture. Shipments were made to the 
United Kingdom, the United States, 
South America, South Africa, West 
Indies, Alaska, China, Japan, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Cuba, Holland, New 
Zealand and many other countries. 


James Oliver Curwood, the well- 
known American novelist, who cross- 
ed not long ago to Europe on the 
“Empress of France” and returned a 
few weeks later to Canada on the 
“Empress of Scotland,” wirelessed 
the following message from the 
“Scotland” to the Canadian Pacific 
headquarters in Montreal: “Can 
never fully express my appreciation 
of the splendid treatment accorded 
me by Captain Gillies and Captain 
Griffiths, and the staffs aboard the 
‘Empress of France’ and the ‘Em- 
press of Scotland.’”

FARMING NOTES 


“TAKE-ALL” DISEASE 
IN WESTERN CANADA 


An extensive survey made this year 


when the .land is broken it passes to 
wheat through the soil. There is no 
spread from plant to plant in the air, 
as is the case with rust. Infection 
takes place only through the soil, so 
that the spread from field to field, ex- 
cept by soil or stubble transfer, is 
not probable.

large heaps. Control of temperature, 
moisture and ventilation: can be’ ob- 
tained by using false floors, wall 
racks and air-shafts. ‘Too dry an at- 
mosphere causes shrinkage; therefore 

a certain amount of humidity ig neces. 

sary. In a bight year careful grading 

should be practiced. Potatoes show- 

ing rot should not be placed in stor- 

age. Avoid the development of certain 
‘}rots in ‘bruised and - cut tubers by 
white-washing the interior of storage 
houses, Potatoes should not be re- 
moved from the fleld in a wet or dirty 
condition, as these elements increase 
the possibility of rot in storage. In 
harvesting, care should be taken to 
avoid cutting or otherwise damaging 
potatoes, since it is often through 
these cut surfaces that storage rots 
gain entrance. 

A grower's responsibility does not 
end when his potatoes have been bag- 
ged. The use of clean bags Is a fac- 
tor which at times is not taken into 
consideration, Bags or sacks should 
be either washed or sterilized. Sec- 
ond-hand flour bags are good provid- 
ing they are not intended for storing 
any length of time. Salt or fertilizer 
bags should not under any considera- 
tion be used, 

Directly.or indirectly, the grower is 
responsible for the arrival of his stock 
{na sound condition. Frost is by far 
the greatest obstacle to overcome. 
Care must be taken that the stock is 
not chilled during the trip from the 
farm to the shipping point. The lib- 
eral use of straw and blankets in the 
cold weather is essential. Similarly, 
in the railway cars straw and paper 
will reduce the possibility of freezing. 
Careful handling at sidings where no 
loading platforms are provided will 
prevent bruising. It is not unusual 
for several potatoes in a bag to be 
badly damaged by rough treatment. 
Careful piling in the car lessens the 
possibility of bruising during transit. 
It is always advisable to so arrange 
the tiers that they will slant back and

THE BEST BULBS. 
FOR FALL PLANTING 


Flowers are, no doubt, enjoyed more 
in the spring than at any othér period 
of the growing season. After a long 
winter the first flowers are eagerly 
sought for and if bulbs have deen 
planted in the autumn one has not 
long to wait for flowers, for snow- 
drops bloom as soon as the snow has 
gone. Then come in rapid succession 
and some at the same time the Scil- 
las or squills, glory of the snow or 
chionodoxa, crocus, grape hyacinth, 
Dutch hyacinth, narcissus in great 
variety, and early, cottage and Dar- 
win tulips. These give a succession 
of bloom from early in April, or 
earlier if the frost is out of the 
ground, until well on in June. 

While the bulbs are growing in Hol- 
land, the flowers for next year are 
being formed in the bulb. Later, the 
bulbs are dug, cured and shipped to 
Canada. Knowing that the flowers 
are already formed in the bulbs be- 
fore planting, he who proposes either 
to grow them jin the garden or pot 
them for the house will readily under- 
stand that large, well-developed 
bulbe are likely to give better flowers 
than smatil ones. In ordering, this 
should be remembered. No amount 
of care can add more blooms to a 
hyacinth spike than were formed 
when the bulb was growing in Hol- 
land. 

Unless the bulbs are well rooted in 
the soil outside or in the pots in the 
house, the results will not be satis- 
factory, hence the desirabNity of ob-

It was also 
found in wheat fields not far from 
Edmonton, and has recently been re- 
ported from northern Manitoba. As 
far as is known at present, the take- 
all disease is confined to the park 
country, only traces being found in 
the prairie regions. 

The disease is caused by a fungus 
which attacks only the underground 
parts of grasses and wheat. The 
young plants may be killed or the 
injury to the roots or base of the stem 
cause the plants to be stunted. The 
disease is most easily noticed at the 


and of a pale white color, while the 
healthy plants are green. The heads 
are small and the kernels are absent 
or much shrivelled. As many of the 
wheat seedlings have been killed in 
the early stage, the wheat is thin in 
the diseased spots. There may be 
many of these spots in a field. The 
diseased wheat is easily pulled out 
as the roots and Base of the stem fs 
decayed. The lower part of the stem 
at or just below the surface of the 
ground is dark or black in color. This 
dark color is usually best seen by 
pulling away the sheath. Sometimes 
Small dark spore cases may be seen 
attached to the sheaths or roots. 
While the disease is serious, there 
is no need for alarm. From all the 
evidence obtained, it seems the dis- 
ease is present on native grasses, and 


Burn the stubble on the diseased 
spots; placing some dry straw on the 
spots would help in this. The burn- 
ing destroys the mycelium and spores 
on the stubble at the surface of the 
ground. ‘2, Avoid grasses in rotation 
in diseased fields; they harbor the 
disease in their roots. 3, Summer- 
fallowing will probably lessen the 
disease, but grasses must not be al- 
lowed to grow in the summer-fallow.

AIR lovers of winter sports 
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FROWNING PROVIDENCE 

It has been hard during the last few 
weeks for people in Western Canada, 
and particularly the farmers, not to 
feel that Providence was frowning on 
them severely. A good harvest this 
year was so desperately needed. The 
conditions in the spring were so very 
favorable. In the early part of the 
summer the rain made the prospects 
so very bright. Then came_ those 
scorching weeks of late July and ‘Aug- 
ust when it seemed as if the early 
promise was about to come wholly to 
nothing. Rains late but still useful 
came and again it seemed as if the 
prospects were bright for a good crop. 
Now, when fine weather is urgently 
wanted for the harvesting, persistent 
raing have done their best to spoil 
the ripe crops, have actually inflicted 
not a little damage and have caused 
acute anxiety to thousands of strug- 
gling farmers and those dependent on 
them. 

‘We are so helpless in the face of it. 
We may make the best of prepara- 
tions, may select our seed and make 
ready our ground with the utmost of 
care. We may work unremittingly to 
the limit of our strength. It is all in 
vain if rain and sunshine, heat and 
cold, are sent to us at untimely per- 
jods. A devastating hailstorm, an 
early frost, against which we are 
powerless, may destroy in a few hours 
the work of weeks or even months. 
Man's inventions are wonderful in the 
extreme. He has eliminated space 
with his wireless telephones. He ia 
mastering the air with his aeroplanes. 
He has traversed the depths of the 
sea in his submarines. Yet the sea- 
sons and their uncertain changes re- 
main apparently beyond his control. 
Modern man is almost as helpless in 
the face of adverse weather condi- 
tions as the most primitive savages. 

‘The attitude towards the primal 
factor of the weather has distinctly 
changed in modern times. Even down 
to ttle more than a generation ago, 
the weather was closely associated 
with the religious life of the people. 
It was felt and acknowledged with 
humbleness of heart that seed time 
and harvest were the gifts of God 
alone and were in His hands. They 
were the object of very general and 
very earnest prayer in the time of 
preparation and of sincere thankful- 
ness when a bountiful harvest was 
safely gathered in. It is a matter for 
grave question whether at the pres- 
ent time there is more than the scan- 
tiest thought given either at seed time 
or harvest to the Providence within 
whose absolute power these gifts of 
earth still remain as much ‘as ever. 
There was a time when such weather 
as we have had of late would have 
certainly elicited a widespread re- 
quest for services of humble suppli- 
cation that the threatened crops 
should be spared. If there has been 
any such feeling at this time, it ha@ 
been singularly lacking in outward 
and vocal expression. Yet it may be 
asked whether the people of today 
have sure ground for their apparent 
assumption that it makes no differ- 
ence to the weather and the harvest 
whether they make any acknowledge 
ment either publicly or in their hearts 
of the Power that guides the winds 
and shuts or opens the flood gates of 
the heavens. Ie it really necessary to 
go back to the dark ages of supersti-

PEACEFUL ARBITRATION AC- 
CORDING TO THE TURKS 
The critical situation in Mosul is 
not without interest and importance 
for Canadians. As is generally known, 
Mosul is the frontier-province of Irak, 
or Mesopotamia. Along with the rest 
of Mesopotamia, it was part of the 
Turkish Empire untill the Great War, 
and was governed, or mis-governed 
like the rest of their empire, by the 
Turks. That is to say, neither indus- 
try, science, justice nor peace had any 
abiding place in Mosul. The popula- 
tion ia partly Arab, partly Kurdish, 
especially tn the mountainous north- 
west, and only very slightly Turkish. 
The Turks alternately oppressed or 
neglected the people, and the Kurds 
particularly maintained towards their 
rulers an attitude of simmering hos- 
tility, which from time to time broke 
out into active revolt. There were 
also in the district some tribes of 
Nestorian Christians, supposed to be 
the descendants of the old Assyrians, 
who maintained very precariously 
their religion and a modified auton- 
omy in the midst of Mohammedan 
Turks and Kurds. The Great War 
saw the Turks driven wholly out of 
Irak, and Mosul passed with the rest 
of the country under the mandatory 
control of Great Britain. The benefit 
to the country was great and immedi- 
ate. Order and justice were intro- 
duced. Schemes of road and railway 
onstruction were put in hand, Agri- 


‘|realize sharply 


culfural’ ‘development began. As usual, 
the Arabs and Kurds showed them- 
selves profoundly ungrateful for 
these boons. Their chiefs began to. 
sigh for the good old days when they 
had a chance to bribe the Turkish 
officials and loot the country and raid 
their neighbors for their own benefit. 
Then came the Turkish revival and 
the route of the Greeks in Asia Minor, 
and at once the Turks set up a claim 
to the province of Mosul. They have 
not a shadow of right to it. The 
vast majority of the people are not 
Turkish, and now that they find there 
is a real risk of the Turks coming 
back, they have been compelled to 
that such a return 
would be an unmixed disaster for 
them and their country. The Turks 
made some absurd suggestions that 
the Kurds were really Turks, sugges- 
tions which were exposed as hope- 
lessly untrue by British representa- 
tives like the late Lord Curzon. Great 
Britain suggested that the dispute 
should be referred to the League of 
Nations, and the Turks reluctantly 
agreed with mental reservations 
which are now becoming clear. The 
League of Nations sent an interna- 
tional commission into the country to 
study the question on the spot and 
find out what the natives really want- 
ed, and their report was duly .made 
to the league. As usual, there must 
have been some leakage of informa- 
tion to the Turks as to the contents 
of the report. In any event, they 
made it plain during the recent dis- 
cussion of the case before the League 
of Nations that if the arbitration did 
not result in a decision in their favor 
they would try to take the coveted 
territory by force, and according to 
the latest reports they have massed 
on the frontier an army of 40,000 men 
ready for invasion. 

Great Britain has no great force in 
the country. The Royal Air Force is 
in supreme command and there is a 
considerable number of aeroplanes 
available but there is only a small 
British military force and a limited 
number of native levies which have 
been trained and are somewhat of- 
ficered by the British. It igs a very 
doubtful question whether they can 
hold their own against the Turks, if 
the latter have really got as large a 
force ready for use ‘as reported. 

‘Here then is an instructive example 
of the value or the weakness of the 
League of Nations. As far as is known 
;not a single member of the league or 
the league itself as a body has given 
any intimation to the Turks that their 
defiance of ite decision will bring any 
punishment. That may be because 
officially the league may have no 
knowledge of the Turks’ intentions. 
It is more probable that it is because 
the league is perfectly well aware of 
its own powerlessness. 

What is Great Britain to do? Mo- 
sul is a potentially wealthy country. 
It ig believed to have much undevel- 
oped oil in it. Moreover, its moun- 
tains form the only natural frontier 
defence for the whole of Mesopota- 
mia. If Mosul falls to the Turks, 
then Baghdad and all the rest of the 
country will be at their mercy. If 
Great Britain evacuates Mesopotamia 
altogether, the Turks will almost cer- 
tainly get possession of it and the 
country will again relapse into a 
state of neglect and barbarism, and, 
moreover, there will be one more ele- 
ment added to the already serioue 
weight of encouragement given to the 
nations of the east against those of 
Europe and the west. A British re- 
treat before the Turks will at once 
have its effect in India and in China. 
Yet great numbers of people in Brit- 
ain itself are absolutely opposed to 
any war in Mesopotamia on any ac- 
count whatever. It is a difficult situa- 
tion for the British government to 
face. It may not have any direct im- 
mediate results for Canada, but ingo- 
far as Canada is a part of the Empire 
and also insofar as anything which is 
likely to produce an effect in China 
and the east is of direct consequence 
to Canada, the development of the 
Mosul crisis ought not to be treated 
by Canadians with indifference.

TAXING FOREIGN PERIODICALS 

The Canadian Printer and Publisher 
is sending out a circular suggeeting 
that a two-cent tax should be placed 
on British and foreign magazines and 
newspapers brought into and circulat- 
ing in Canada. So far as the British 
publications are concerned, the pro- 
posal is unsound. The more British 
newspapers and magazines can cir- 
culate in Canada, and, conversely, the 
more Canadian newspapers and maga- 
zines can circulate in Great Britain, 
the better it will be, and not even 
the slight impediment of a two-cent 
tax should be placed on their impor- 
tation, but with foreign periodicals it 
is a different story. Of course, the 
United States magazines and news- 
papers are almost the only ones which 
come into Canada on anything like a 
large scale, but they come in like a 
flood. Twelve of these publications 
have in Canada an annual circulation 
when taken together of no les@ than 
19,192,848 copies. The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post heads the list with 5,274,- 
212 copies sold annually in Canada. 
It is not suggested in the case of the 
majority of these publications that 
there is anything objectionable about 
them which would call for a tax to 
limit their circulation. It is merely 
that on the whole it is desirable to 
raise a small revenue from foreign 
articles and give a corresponding re- 
lief to some home product, such, for 
instance, as matches, which the cir- 
cular in question suggests, as a suit- 
able subject for relief. The idea seems 
worth consideration. If it resulted

AND THE NAVAL QUESTION 


CRITICISM OF MR. SPEAKMAN’S ANSWER 


In our last week's issue was 
published Mr. Speakman’s answer 
to the questions which “The 
News” addressed to him regard- 
ing -his views on Canada main- 
taining some form of naval de- 
fence or contributing towards the 
expense of it. It is now proposed 
to examine carefully Mr. Speak- 
man's answer and to consider the 
policy embodied in it. 

He begins by saying that the 
question is purely academical at 
the present time, since no party 
leader has yet expressed himself 
on the subject. This is surely an 
entire mistake. It is true that 
In their present election speeches 
neither Mr. Mackenzie King nor 
Mr. Meighen have raised the ques- 
tion but both have made their 
positions perfectly clear on the 
subject expressly or impliedly in 
the course of the last few years. 
Mr. King, by the policy of his gov- 
ernment if not by actual words, 
has made it clear that he does 
not approve of any naval defence 
being provided by Canada. Mr. 
Meighen on the other hand has 
on several occasions definitely 
stated that he is in favor of it. 
In any event, the fact that neither 
leader has mentioned an_ issue 
which is not likely to help either 
of them does not In any way make 
that issue merely an academic 
one. It would be academic only 
If naval defence were quite necd- 
less. Does Mr. Speakman really 
think that mankind has so chang- 
ed its nature because of the 
Great War as to make national 
defence needless? ‘That war end- 
ed less than seven years ago. 
Since its ending Greece and Tur- 
key have fought a ‘first-class war 
which has resulted in the forcible 
exchange of several million peo- 
ple from one country to the other 
with a volume of resulting misery 
and suffering which is Incalcul- 
able. Poland has seized by force 
a portion of Lithuania’s territory 
including the capital, Vilna. 
Lithuania, in order to demon- 
strate how entirely different in 
character it is to Poland, has 
selzed by force the seaport and 
district of Memel. Spain has been 
fighting a bloody and disastrous 
war against the Riffs in Morocco 
—a war in which France has now 
been compelled to join. The 
whole ‘of Arabia has been in a 
state of almost continual war. 
Italy on the flimsiest of pretexts 
has bombarded the Greek coast 
and temporarily occupied Corfu, 
besides seizing Fiume by force. 
China with its 400 million people 
has been and is in a state of gen- 
eral civil war in which Russia 
and Japan seem likely at the pres- 
ent moment to join. Turkey, in 
cheerful violation of the League 
of Nations arbitration, is prepar- 
Ing to selze Mosul by force, and 
finally, In treland the Free State 
and Northern Ireland are each 
claiming a_ section of territory 
and Northern Ireland has publicly 
Intimated that it Intends to main- 
tain its hold on It by force if 
necessary. In a great many of 
these cases the combatants or one 
of them belonged to the League 
of Nations and yet ignored or 
flouted the League in order to 
seize the territory it wanted or to 
get its national aims. Is it in 
such a world as that that Mr. 
Speakman seriously suggests that 
defensive forces have become 
unnecessary? 

He next proceeds to state plain- 
ly that he is opposed to Canada 
malntalning or contributing to a 
naval defence force, and follows 
his statement by giving his rea- 
sons for it. 

He says that it is impracticable 
financially because of the need 
for reduction of expenditure and 
taxation. It Is not in the least 
impracticable on such grounds.

It is not always real- 
ized by the general public that the 
explanation of the high quality of such 
magazines as The Saturday Evening 
Post is not always superior literary 
judgment on the part. of their editors 
but simply greater financial resources 
enabling them to pay the pricee de- 
manded by the best authors. A point 
fairly made in this connection is that 
the wide circulation in Canada of 
United States magazines means also 
the correspondingly wide advertise- 
ment in Canada of United States pro- 
ducts to the inevitable loss of Cana- 
dian manufacturers. Taken all round, 
therefore, this proposal seems quite 
a good one. It does not seem likely 
to inflict any hardship or injustice on 
any one, and it does seem calculated 
to furnish a new if modest source of 
revenue and to give a certain amount 
of help to Canadian products. It is 


‘at least worthy of consideration. 
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Canada at the present time Is a 


lightly taxed country as compared 
with most countries which claim 
Independence. Her income tax is 
four per cent. That of Great 
Britain is 4s. on the pound, or 
20 per cent, and in respect of 
other taxes, both national and 
local, the British burden Is far 
heavier than that of Canada, 
while Britain has no vast unde- 
veloped resources from which: she 
can hope to pay her debts, and no 
prospect of greatly increased 
population to broaden the basis of 
taxation. Yet Britain is carrying 
practically the whole burden of 
the Empire's defence. The United 
States, according to so prominent 
a financial leader as Mr. Mellon, 
secretary of the treasury, is near- 
ly as heavily taxed as Great Brit- 
ain. Its people are utterly op- 
posed to militarism. Yet it main- 
tains a navy which shares with 
the British navy the supremacy 
of the seas and is more costly 
than the British navy to keep up. 
Canada could pay for her fair 
share of defence just as Australia 
does and yet remain far more 
lightly taxed than Great Britain. 

Mr. Speakman’s' next para- 
graph—that we may hope that 
the nations have learned such a 
lesson from the Great War that 
they will not fight again for a long 
period—is unfortunately quite suf- 
ficiently answered by the record 
of wars fought since the Great 
War came to an end or now actu- 
ally in progress, as well as by the 
whole teaching of history. That 
being so, no nation can safely re- 
main without defence. Mr. Speak- 
man suggests that If ships are 
now built they will be useless by 
the time the next war comes. 
Even if there were any certainty 
that there will be a long period 
of peace, surely Mr. Speakman 
fails to realize that it is impossible 
to build ships and to train officers 
and seamen when the danger is 
actually at hand. Only by con- 
tinuous training and by continu- 
ous use of the best existing 
means of defence can improve: 
ments in these means of defence 
be reliably devised and men to 
use them be efficiently trained. 
Again and again in British history 
and in that of the United States 
the policy of waiting until the 
last moment to improvise means 
of defence has turned out to be 
tragically costly in lives and in 
money. 

Mr. Speakman - suggests. that 
because we have to undertake in 
the near future heavy expenses 
for such projects as the St. Law- 
rence waterways, we _ cannot, 
therefore, afford anything for our 
own defence. This is merely a 
repetition of his first argument 
as to the financial side of the 
problem. It is merely the atti- 
tude of the man who, because he 
wishes to paint his house, de- 
clares that he cannot afford to 
pay either taxes or fire insurance. 
If Canada were not protected from 
outside enemies, she would not be 
allowed the opportunity of carry- 
Ing out her schemes. of internal 
development. 

Mr. Speakman says that any 
Canadian naval force would have 
to operate as part of the British 
fleet and that he would not favor 
such an arrangement as long as 
Canada has not got an effective 
voice in foreign policy. This ob- 
jection is equally open to Aus- 
tralia, which has not considered 
it a valid one, because, in point 
of fact, there is now continuous 
consultation between Britain and 
the dominions as to foreign pol- 
icy. Surely Mr. Speakman does 
not suggest that Canada should do 
nothing in the way of imperial 
defence until she can dictate the 
policy of the whole Empire. She 
now has a voice in the foreign 
policy of the Empire, and if she 
has not used it of recent years it 
is the fault of Mr. Mackenzie 
King alone and not of the British 
government. And if the example 
of Australia were followed, she 
would have complete control of 
her own fleet and would not be 
required to send it to take part 
In any operations which her own 
government did not approve of. 

As to Mr. Speakman's §state- 
ment that the creation of a de- 
fence unit would start a competi- 
tive race in armaments, this Is a 
quite usual argument, the error of 
which consists in failing to ob- 
serve that removal of differences 
and the creation of a friendly 
spirit must precede the reduction 
or abolition of armaments and not 
the reverse. It was not arma- 
ments which caused the late war. 
It was the essential clash of in- 
terests and the traditional na- 
tional antipathies which gave rise 
to both armaments and war. Mr. 
Speakman’'s statement Is one of 
those plausible half-truths which 
are so easy to cherish and so dan- 
gerous In their results, 


~ 


Mr. Speakman says that the 
analogy between Australia and 
Scotland, which contribute to im- 
perial defence, and Canada can- 
not be maintained on the ground 
that Scotland at any rate is an 
integral part of Great Britain and 
represented in her parliament. It 
does not seem to occur to him 
that Canada Is an integral part 
of the British Empire and repre- 
sented in the imperial confer- 
ences and in the imperial war 
cabinet during the late war, 
while between Australia and Can- 
ada It is Impossible to draw any 
distinction whatever, as Mr. 
Speakman has evidently realized, 
since he does not attempt to do 
80. 73) 

Mr. Speakman says that Can- 
ada’s part in the past wars clears 
her of any suspicion of desire to 
evade her share in imperial de- 
fence because she does not make 
provision now for such defence. It 
is entirely true that both in the 
South African war and even more 
in the late war Canada did her 
duty to the full. She did no more 
than her duty and she was en- 
abled to discharge that duty only 
because the French army, the 
small British regular army and 
the British fleet, 
maintained at great cost In the 
years of peace, acted as a shield 
behind which Canada was able to 
prepare to take the part which it 
was her duty to take. Insofar as 
she falled in the past, and. may 
fail in the future, to take her 
share of maintaining a defensive 
shield In time of peace, she has 
fallen and will fall short of her 
duty. 

Mr. Speakman states that he ap- 
proves of the rigid limitation of 
Oriental immigration.- He does 
not answer the crucial question, 
the most important question of 
all those put to him—namely, 
what does he consider to be the 
sanction or force behind the re- 
strictive laws against such Orien- 
tal immigration, unless his next 
paragraph constitutes the answer 
in his eyes. That paragraph 
states that the right of this or any, 
nation to enact such restrictive 
legislation has never been chal- 
lenged. This is a simply amazing 
statement for Mr. Speakman to 
make. Has he forgotten or has 
he never read the means by which 
western trade 
Japan was opened up and “the 
right of western traders and busi- 
ness men generally to enter these’ 
countries was established? Does 
he not remember the American 
fleet’s bombardment of the Japan- 
ese coast defences which was the 
first challenge, and a very for+ 
midable one, of Japan’s right to 
remain, like Korea, the “hermit 
kingdom” of the east? Does he 
think that the treaty ports of 
China were established with the 
consent of the Chinese? These 
things happened considerably less 
than 100 years ago. The position 
at that time was almost the exact 
reverse of the present position. 
At that time, China and Japan re- 
fused to admit westerners to set- 
tle and trade within their bor: 
ders. Their right to do so was 
challenged by force, and destroyed 
by force. Does Mr. Speakman 
think that that challenge has 
been forgotten by China and Ja- 
Pan at the present time, when the 
equivalent right is being asserted 
in Canada and the United States? 
It is perfectly true that Japan re- 
fuses the right to own land in 
Japan to foreigners. She does 
not refuse the right of entry and 
settlement because she has not 
been allowed to refuse it. Insofar 
as she is now able to restrict the 
rights of foreigners within her 
own territory, she has been able 
to do so only since she became a 
first-class military and naval pow- 
er. Until that development took 
place she was not even allowed 
to bring western intruders before 
the courts of her own country and 
at the present moment China is 
not allowed to do so. 

In face of these facts—and 
there are other historic parallels 
which might be quoted—what be- 
comes of Mr. Speakman’s state- 
ment that the right of restrictive 
legislation of imnfigration has 
never been challenged? What* 
becomes of his whole argument 
seeing that it is obviously based 
on a complete ignoring of his- 
toric events? : 

Mr. Speakman's last paragraph 
is one of those vaguely idealistic 
statements which sound wholly 
admirable and are in fact wholly 
unpractical. It amounts to this: 
that because for the moment Can- 
ada herself is safe from all the 
dangers that threaten other na- 
tions, and is safe because of the 
burdens borne and the prefara- 
tions made by the motherland and 
the kindred land—that Is, the 
United States—Canada’s_repre- 
sentat'ves In the person of Mr. 
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+y-Speakman -andthosé who agree: : 


‘iwith him deny that any dangers 
exist, and carry. off the denial 


. phrases about the nations of. the 
world straining towards the goal 
of universal peace. It !s equally 
true that the citizens of Canada 


’ are stralning towards the. goal of. 
universal honesty and universal _ 


abolition of crime.” Do Mr: Speak- 
man and his friends favor com- 
plete abolition of all the _ police 


forces of Canada on the ground | 


of economy ‘and. because by their 
existence they might be. thought 
to be a challenge to the criminals? 
Mr. Speakman’s policy is un- 
doubtedly a popular one, especial- 
ly for people to whom the facts 
of history are not urgently pres- 
ent. Its popularity does not make 
it any the less unwlse, even al- 
though the principles on which it 
is based may be and probably are 
thought by those who hold them 
to be Inspired only by good mot- 
ives and not merely by short- 
sighted indolence. It may even be 
that a change will come in the 
spirit of international relation- 
ships which will make their pol- 
icy justiflable. The change will 
have to be a very great one, and 
in the meatime the policy may 
bring on the nation which follows 
it a retribution which will be

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"A POLICY FOR 
~ CANADIANS 


* 
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In last week's “News” an attempt 
was made to state the main issues of 
the coming, election in as unbiassed 
and balanced a manner as possible. 
It is proposed in this article to sug- 
gest with all deference a positive pol- 
icy on those issues, which it is be- 
lieved will be for the advantage of 
Canada and her people, and also of 
the Empire of which Canada is a part- 
ner, It may be well to recall what the 
issues suggested were: 

1—The tariff. 2—Public expendi- 
ture and taxation. 3—Transportation 
and in particular the railway ques- 
tion. 4—Immigration. 5—Imperial 
relations and defence. 6—Criminal 
law reform and administration. 7— 
Reform of the Canadian senate. 

1—The tariff. Here it is necessary 
to recognize a conflict of interest be- 
tween different parts of Canada and 
look for a policy which shall reconcile 
their conflicting interests so far as 


possible, and where reconciliation is 
impossible, shall establish an equit- 
able balance of advantage and loss 
between the diverse economic zones 
existing. It seems clear that the 
maritime provinces flourished on a 
policy of more or less free trade with 
their nearest market, the United 
States, and have languished on a con- 
trary policy owing to the long dis- 
tances and high freight rates involved 
in trading with the markets of On- 
tario and Quebec. The prairie prov- 
inces, being large exporters of farm 
products and importers of manutact- 
ured articles, want for their prosper- 
ity as large a free market and as 
cheap manufactures as possible, which 
means in effect free trade, while they 
need also low freight rates for the 
carriage of their products to market 
and their imported goods back from 
the manufacturing centres. Ontario 
and Quebec, with manufacturing in- 
dustries of comparatively limited cap- 
acity and financial strength, want 
protection against the powerful Unit- 
ed States manufacturing industries in 
order to secure for themselves a mar- 
ket on the spot and in western Can- 
ada. British Columbia is also inclin- 
ed to demand a protective policy for 
its infant industries. The great: rail- 
way systems of Canada, built on a 
principle of trade passing between 
east and west and _ not north and 
south, tend to favor a protective pol- 
icy which shall more or less compel 
trade to pass over the full length of 
their lines, rather than to go only a 
short distance over such lines into the 
United States. There ig a further 
complication in the existence of an 
almost prohibitive protective policy of 
the United States against Canada, 
operating, most adversely on the ex- 
port of their livestock and other pro- 
ducts by western farmers {o the Unit- 
ed States. 

It would seem then that the posi- 
tion may be summed up by saying that 
the west and the maritime provinces 
need an open market for their food 
products and cheap freight to get 
them to it, with cheap manufactured 
goods in return, while Ontario and 
British Columbia want protection 
against the overwhelming strength of 
the United States manufacturing in- 
dustries in order to secure the home 
market. The railways need the long 
hauls provided by traffic passing be- 
tween east and west at rates as high 
as they ean be allowed to charge. 

Now, it would appear that the mar- 
ket which the west and the maritime 
provinces need and from which they 
are exdluded go far as the United 
States {s concerned by the protective 
tariff of the latter country, can be 
found in Great Britain on the one 
hand and the east, China and Japan, 
on the other, always provided cheap 
freight rates are given to and across 
the ocean. These rates are one es- 
sential factor in the problem. There 
are two ways of providing such cheap 
rates. One is simply to force the rail-

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ways to reduce -their rated without 
regard to whether they are brougnt vo 
low as to cause the railways to be 
carrying on at a loss. This may at 
once be rejected. It would mean the 
ruin of the privately owned C.P.R. and 
greatly increased deficits on the pub- 
licly owned Canadian National. ‘Such 
a policy towards the C.P.R. would 
shake Canadian credit to its founda- 
tion and would be disastrous. The 
other alternative is to provide from 
other sources a fund to make good to 
the railways the difference between 
the low ratca necessary for the farm- 
ers and-the higher rates necessary for 
the railways. Where is this fund to 
come from? Hardly from ordinary 
taxation It is suggested that it might 
be possible to create such a fund by 
assigning to a specially created body 
sufficient of the undeveloped _re- 
sources of Canada in timber, miner- 
als, water power and land, to allow 
of the giving of the necessary subsidy 
to the railway companies. It is ob- 
vious that this is not far away from 
a repetition of the policy of land 
grants which has been one of the 
foundations of the C.P.R. prosperity. 
Only in this case the grants will be 
made to a body of trustees for the 
people of Canada and not to a private 
corporation. It is hardly to be denied 
that the C.P.R., while earning great 
prpfits for its shareholders, has also 
done invaluable work in opening up 
and developing Canada. Given ef- 
ficient non-political management, the 
new policy might well have an equal- 
ly successful result. It is, of course, 
easy to suggest vaguely “development 
of resources” as a source of revenue. 
The practical details are much more 
difficult to deal with, and here it ig 
suggested that an imperial aspect may 
be given to the scheme. The indus- 
trial situation of Great Britain is 
growing more and more serious owing 
to the failure of world markets to 
provide employment for the great and 
growing population. It is suggested 
that an industrial conference should 
be held with Great Britain to exam- 
ine thoroughly the possibility of a 
great industrial development scheme 
in Canada in which British capital. 
British industrial skill and experience, 
which are the finest in the world, and 
British labor should all be enlisted. 
The result might be such a growth of 
Canadian population, industry and 
wealth as would far surpass anything 
that has yet been seen. In the course 
of it there would become available to 
the body suggested above revenues 
for railway rates subsidies, which 
might well prove entirely ample 
enough for the purpose in view. The 
net result of this whole proposal 
would be, first, the provision of low 
freight rates to the two oceans for 
western farm products without the 
infliction of loss on the railways; sec- 
ond, a vast development of Canadian 
population and wealth; third, a great 
scheme of imperial co-operation 
which would bind Canada and the 
mother country still more closely to- 
gether and provide Canada with the 
immigrants of British stock whom she 
needs and wants. 

If this scheme can be successfully 
put into force it would solve the prob- 
lem of cheap freight rates both east 
and west, and a free market for Can- 
adian farm products. That amounts 
to three-fourths of Canada’s whole 
trade and tariff problem. The remain- 
ing fourth of the problem consists of 
the securing to the manufacturers of 
eastern Canada of the home and the 
western Canadian market against the 
United States competition without ex- 
posing the people of Canada and par- 
ticularly of the west to high prices 
and inferior quality. The solution of 
this part of the problem seems to lie 
with the tariff commission or advis- 
ory board which both Liberals and 
Conservatives have expressed them- 
selves in favor of. Jf {t were possible 
—and while it 1s certainly difficult it 
does not seem impossible—for such a 
tariff commission to set up against 
competitive United States products a 
prohibitive tariff and at the same 
time provide that the price of the 
corresponding Canadian products must 
not exceed at any point what the 
price of the excluded American pro- 
ducts would have been if they had 
been admitted free, then it would 
seem that both the Canadian manu- 
facturers and the Canadian consumer 
would get the form of protection 
which they want. The penalty of any 
such undue raising of the price would 
be the removal of the protective tar- 
iff or a fine equivalent to the over- 
charge. If is probable that’ there 
would be difficulties and anomalies to 
be adjusted in the working out of 
such a system, but if they could be 
met the result would seem to be an 
equitable balancing of the claims and 
the needs of both eastern and west- 
ern Canada. 

There is a further aspect of the 
tariff question, namely, the United 
States tariff. The high tariff set up 
under the Fordney Act against such 
Canadian products as cattle has in- 
fficted heavy loss on western farm- 
ers. There can be no valid objection 
from Canada to the United States set- 
ting up such a tariff, but equally there 
can be no valid objection from the 
United States if Canada takes equival- 
ent measures. At present the United 
States needs imperatively certain 
Canadian products—pulp wood, high- 
grade wheat and nickel, for instance. 
There is no reason whatever why a 
complete embargo should not be im- 
posed on the exportation of these pro- 
ducts from Canada to the States, al- 
ways supposing that a market can be 


fuusd for them elsewhere, either in, 


Canada or out of it. The British mar- 
ket can take mest {ff not all of them, 
and factories set up on Ganagian soil 
can transform large quantities of 
these raw materials into finished ar- 
ticles for the world’s markets. No 
doubt a loud protest would arise from 
the United States interests affected, 
if such an embargo were put into 
force, but Canada as long ap she re- 
mains in the British Bmpire—though 
no longer—can {ignore such protesta 
and take her own line, The probable 
result, however, of the mere likell- 
hood of the embargo being put into 
force would be that the States would 
he compelled to offer equivalent ad- 
vantages to Canada by way of reduc- 
tion of her present tariff against Can- 
adian goods, an offer which Canada 
could take advantage .of so far as 
was profitable, since it is entirely de- 
sirable that our trade with the United 
States should be as large and our re- 
lations as friendly as they can pos 
sibly be made, always provided that 
there is no suggestion whatever of 
anything ap- 


as compared with Canada. It is the 
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eral government that its attitude to- 
wards the: United States has, always 
had a tinge of ingratiating subservi-. 
ence which has’ presented''a marked 
contrast to the tone of assertive and 
chilly independence adopted towards 
Great Britain. _ 

Mr! Meighen in his opening speeches 
on the tariff has suggested compensa- 
tions for the west in respect of freight 
rates to balance the high protective 
tariff he proposes to enact. It may be 
that when he comes to develop~his 
policy in detail it will be found to 
resemble at least to some extent the 
suggestions now made. 


It will be clear that these sugges- 
tions cover to a certain’ extent, not 
only the problem of the tariff but also 
those of transportation’ and immigra- 
tion, and touch on the question of im- 
perial relations. Given such a policy 


of development in concert with Great ]- re 


Britain there would be created not 
only room but urgent need for more 
people of all occupations in Canada, 
and in view of the volume of unem- 
ployment in Britain, and the closed 
door of the States, there would be no 
need for elaborate and expensive pub- 
licity campaigns to obtain immigra- 
tion. The immigrants would come of 
themselves to the giowth and pros- 
perity of Canada and with that growth 
and prosperity would come the added 
traffic in the railway systems which 
would give both the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Canadian National 
Railway the chance of profitable 
operation and relieve the people of 
Canada of a burden and a problem. 
It is possible that once a great In- 
crease of population and industry had 
been effected in Canada, the home 
market would become so _ profitable 
that there would no longer be any 
neceasity for the ‘transport of pr: 
ducts from the centre of Canada to 
the extremes in which case the en- 
dowment of the freight rates would 
also cease to be necessary and the 
revenue from the natural resources 
could then be diverted to other pubiic 
purposes. 

As far as public expenditure and 
taxation are concerned the first re- 
quirement is an examination of the 
lists of government employees and the 
putting into force of a definite poliicy 
that unless a department can show a 
distinct increase in the amount of es- 
sential business done by it as com- 
pared with pre-war days, the staffing 
of that department must be reduced 
to pre-war dimensions and the heads 
of each department made responsible 
on peril of their posts for such reduc- 
tions. Further, an immediate end 
should be made of political patronage 
and the appointment of unqualified, 
inexperienced men to government 
posts. It should be a firmly estab- 
lished rule that all positions in Cana- 
dian government employment should 
be awarded only after competitive 
examination with a high standard of 
entry and an adequate salary, and 
that they should on no account be 
subject to political influence of any 
kind. An efficient, secure and con- 
tented civil service makes for econ- 
omical and honest administration. It 
is the unqualified political appointee 
who goes in for extravagant and use- 
less schemes and carries them out 
with wasteful incompetence. It is al- 
most useless to mention the elfmina- 
tion of political spending schemes. 
This form of collective bribery is 
without a shadow of defence. It has 
been denounced by all parties in turn 
and practised by all. Its elimination 
depends on the strength and honesty 
of the government in office at any 
particular time, but it is impossible 
to lay down any hard and fast plan 
for preventing it. Public opinion could 
stop it, and public opinion in that di- 
rection can only be created if all men 
and women who care for their coun- 
try combine to practice and to teach 
the principle that the service of the 
state is an opportunity not for priv- 
ate enrichment but for loyal, unsel- 
fish devotion to the public welfare and 
for rigid integrity in the carrying out 
of public duties. Whether such a 
standard of public opinion can be 
created is not a question that can be 
Nightly answered. It can be tried. 
That is all, 

The question of Canadian and imper- 
jal defence is not at present an ar- 
tractive one with politicians. Canada 
has no defence of her own worthy of 
the name. Her army is a frail skele- 
ton. Her navy is the mere shadow of 
a ‘skeleton. Her tiny air force is con- 
fined almost entirely to civilian duties 
in connection with forestry and sur- 
vey work. She depends in point of 
fact on the British fleet and the Mun- 
roe doctrine for the defence of almost 
half a continent with a population of 
only nine millions. It is a rather re- 
markable situation. Canada in fact 
igs in the position of a son who has 
attained his majority and set up a 
house of his own but refuses to pay 
either his taxes or fire insurance be- 
cause he is perfectly sure that a kind- 
ly father—or, failing him, a rich uncle 
—will pay them for him. The intrin- 
sic meanness of this attitude hardly 
needs argument. The inevitable re- 
sult is that Canada is, in spite of Mr. 
Mackenzie King’s swaggering asser- 
tions, not an independent country at 
all but merely one which is making 
an unfounded dlaim to an independ- 
ence which, through her own fault, 
does not exist. Yet the Canadian 
people are primarily of excellent Brit- 
ish stock and_ their record in the 
Great War was one which they can 
look back on with entirely justifiaile 
pride. How is this inconsistency to 
be accounted for? It is easy to see 
how the farmers of the west adopt 
their attitude of indifference. They 
have lived all their lives under the 
far-away unseen protection of the Em- 
pire’s power. The enemies and the 
dangers are away below the some- 
what limited horizon of their physi- 
cal and mental outlook. Why, then, 
they say, should they be taxed to pro- 
vide for a naval defence which they 
consider wholly needless? That at- 
titude is understandable in spite of its 
essential mistake but the attitude of 
the Liberal leaders of Canada, who 
know or should know the real facts 
of both history and geography and 
have at their disposal the means of 
knowing what the international situa- 
tion really is—their attitude is with- 
out excuse or palliation. It is the re- 
sult of a combination of folly and 
short-sightedness which, if it 1s shar- 
ed by the Conservatives, bodes 11] for 
Canada's future. Untill the Interna- 
tional situation 1s radically altered, 
and the clash of great economic and 
racial interests is definitely averted 
by sincere agreements and ant by 
paper treaties, Canada must choose 
between taking her fair share of the 
defence of the empire and her own 
frontiers or losing, whether admitted- 
ly or impliedly, the independence 
which most peoples of all ages have 
prized as worth more than life itself. 
The Conservatives of Canada have 
always favored the more honorable 
policy, Dut fn this election they seem 
disposed to shrink from openly stress- 
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You cannot Lost our ‘product. 
It’s the result-of 33 years of knowing how.

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ing it lest they lose the votes of the 
men and women who are blind to the 
teachings of history and _ the ever. 
present demands of the frontiera. 
Australia and New Zealand, with the 
threat of the yellow races almost at 
their doors, have realized the neces- 
sity of defence. South Africa, a small 
white community in a rising tide of 
increasingly race conscious’ black 
people, can never forget that need. Of 
all the great British dominions Can- 
ada alone is doing nothing. It lies 
with the Conservative leaders to take 
their courage in their hands and for 
reasons which they can and should 
clearly and patiently set before the 
people of Canada make the provision 
for sharing with the rest of the Em- 
pire in the defence of the Empire’s 
peace. If the present policy is con- 
tinued, Canada may continue . + claim 
in the eyes of the world the status of 
a nation. She will inevitably lose in 
the eyes of the world the honor of a 
nation. 

As to criminal law. and administra- 
tion reforms, some suggestions were 
made in last week's issue,. They were 
the sweeping away ot iegal technicali- 
ties in defence of essehtially guilty 
men, the prevention of repeated ap- 
peals against the decisions of juries 
directed by competent judges, and «he 
complete suppression of interference 
-by the executive acting through the 
system of pardon or parole with the 
sentences of the courts. It may per- 
haps be suggested by unthinking per- 
sons that this last proposal is an in- 
fringement of the King’s prerogative, 
but. there is’ no weight whatever in 
the suggestion. The King’s preroga- 
tive of mercy has long since ceased. 
to be anything but a name. It is now 
entirely vested in his ministers, on 
whose advice the King or his repre- 
sentatives always act. That being so, 
there is no reason whatever why the 
advice on which the King or his 
representatives act should not ;be ten- 
dered by the King’s judges rather than 
by the King’s ministers. On the con- 
trary, the judges who try'the cases 
know all the circumetances and are 
trained experts in the matter of 
breaches of the law, are infinitely bet- 
ter qualified to advise the King on the 
subject of exercising his prerogative 
of mercy than any politician tempor- 
erily vested with authority in a 
sphere for which he may have no real 
qualifications whatever. As to the 
need for such a change it is emphati- 
cally urgent. The menace to crime 
is not an empty one in Canada, and 
unfortunately there have been all too 
many cases in recent years of execu- 
tive interference with judicial de- 
cisions. The editor of one of east- 
ern Canada’s greatest daily papers 
stated privately not a year ago that 
the papers of his city had protested 
until they were tired against this in- 
terference and the weakness shown 
towards criminals and had done so 
with no result whatever. Yet his 
paper was one of the main supporters 
of the government of the day. The 
scandal of unpunished crime is now 
an open one in the United States. It 
is a question whether unpunished 
crime is not on the way to becoming 
a scandal in Canada,and so becoming 
a threat to the whole social structure 
of the country. Fortunately, perhaps, 
there is no keen controversy on this 
issue, and it {s at least poseible that 
it is only necessary for public opin- 
ion to be awakened on the subject in 
order to gat the necessary reforms 
accomplished, but that the issue is 
an urgently Hving one 1s unfortunate- 
ly only too true. 

The question of the Canadian sen- 
ate is an old one. Mr. Mackenzie King 
hae declared that it is an urgent one. 
It is doubtful if he is correct. In any 
event he has not yet made public any 
solution for it. In most modern coun- 
tries where there is a second cham- 
ber or senate, the method of its con- 
stitution is by election for longer 
periods than the first chamber, or by 
constituencies of a different character 
from those electing the first chamber. 
The Irish Free State senate, for in- 
stance, has some _ representatives 
elected by the municipalities, some by 
the great financial, industrial and 
educational corporations of the coun- 
try, as well as some nominated by 
the government and some more or less 
popularly elected. There dees not 
appear to be any special virtue in any 
mode or choice put the general idea 
aimed at {ts to get a body of a slightly 
more stable nature than the firet 
chamber, or ‘House of Commons, 
which shall act as a sort of revising 
body without having quite so much 
initiative or financial authority as the 
directly elected body. The Canadian 
senate’s method of  constitutlion— 
mere party government nomination— 
{s probably as undesirable a one as 
could possibly have been detised and 
ite reform would be opposed by hard- 
ly anybody except existing or expect- 
ant senators. 

The policy which has been here 
outlined on the main issues before 
the Canadian people is, no doubt, a 
highly debateable one and can quite 
conceivably he riddled with ingeni- 
ous arguments by skilled political 
controversialists, but it Is put forward 
simply as a perhaps useful contribu- 
tion to the political digcussions now 
going.on, 
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PREMIER GREENFIELD 
WILL SPEAK 


At Red Deer, Ardley and 
Delburne Next Month

: ) Without a dissentient voice over 
4,000 cattle overs in 200 districts 
have voted to make Prince Edward 
Island a disease-free area under the 
Department of Agriculturd arrange- 
ment which calls for a two-thirds 
vote of all cattle owners. 


Two thousand young buffalo from 
the Wainwright herd will make a 
700-mile trek northward this sum- 
mer to the buffalo reserve on the 
Slave River where they will be turn- 
ed loose to mingle with the wood 
bison which roam that area. 


“In all parts of Canada and the 
United States,” according to Robt. 
G. Hodgson, editor of the Fur Trade 
Journal of Canada, “Muskrat farms 
are being established, mostly on a 
large scale and they are rapidly 
turning what was once marshland 
of little value into the most produc- 
tive part of the farm,” Mr. Hodgson 
adds, 


The record established recently at 
Acme when 114 horses worked in 
one field at one time seeding the 
crop of Mrs. C. W. King, has been 
broken at Gadsby, Alberta. When 
the neighbors of J. B. Ball who re- 
cently suffered a broken arm, put in 
his 100-acre crop, 39 outfits were 
at work on one day and 175 horses. 
The crop was put in ina single day. 


H. E. Morriss, whose horse Manna 
made a run away victory in the 
English Derby, will visit Canada in 
the fall en route to China from 
which country he hails. “He will 
sail on the Canadian Pacific S.S. 
Minnedosa from Southampton on 
October 8, stay a short time in the 
Dominion, and sail from Vancouver 
for China on the S.S. Empress of 
Australia, October 29. 


Rebuilt in nine months after the 
fire that destroyed it last October, 
the Chateau Lake Louise hotel 
opened for the current season on 
Sunday, May 31 as the Trans-Can- 
ada train arrived from its cross- 
continent run. The hotel was re- 
built under exceptionally difficult 
conditions in temperatures as low 
as fifty degrees below zero during 
which a wooden wall heated by 
stoves had to be erected about the 
construction works. 


Following the opening visit by 
Their Majesties King George and 
Queen Mary to the Wembley Exhi- 
bition, the Duke and Duchess of 
York also went over the grounds.

the purpose of naminating a candi- 


date to represent them in: the coming 
election,, took ‘place in the McBride 
Hall on. Monday afternoon, with about 
65 delegates present. 


“J. J, Gaetz called the meeting to 
order and briefly stated the objects 
of the meeting. — 


‘The election of officer@ was the ‘first 
business on hand and resulted as fol- 
lows: ; 

Hon. President, Hon. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie ‘King; Hon. First Vice-Presi- 
dent, Hon. C, Stewart; Hon. Second 
Vice-President, Hon, C. R. Mitchell; 
President, W. C. A. Watt, Innisfail; 
First Vice-President, Mrs. J. T. Berry, 
Red Deer; Second Vice-President, G. 
Darlow, Alix; Third Vice-President, 
H. BE. Pearson, Didsbury. Executive, 
T. Sisgons, Lacombe; J. McVicar, C. 
H. Paxton, Red Deer; W. E. Hannam, 
Elnora; W. Rutherford, Innisfail; J. 
M. Strath, Olds; J. Stroyan, Trochu; 
C. B. Riber, Didsbury; S. Robinson, 
Three Hills,,and the following ladies 
were also elected: Mrs. J. L. Walters, 
Clive; Mrs. J. Carrol, Red Deer; Mrs. 
H. McDermid, Innf{sfail; Mrs. Bury, 
Olds; Mrs. Brusso, Didsbury. 

Before taking’ the nominations for 
a candidate, Mr. Marshall, of the To- 
ronto Star, son of Hon. Duncan Mar- 
shall, was introduced and mentioned 
that he had had an-interview with 
Mr. Speakman that afternoon and Mr. 
Speakman stated that he voted against 
the last budget because of the fact 
that there was no reduction in the 
tariff. His position at the present 
time, however, was that if the Mac- 
kenzie King government were return- 
ed and tried conscientiously to carry 
out the platform they were, at pres- 
ent advocating, he would support the 
King administration. Mr. Marshall 
stated he gave this information 
to the convention as it might possibly 
help them to arrive at a decision. 

The balloting for a candidate was 
then proceeded with. No less than 12 
names were put before the meeting, 
these being Dr. Clark, A. Speakman, 
J. J. Gaetz, J.. T. Berry, Mrs. J. J. 
Gaetz W.C. A. Watt, D. Morkeberg, 
W. J. Broughton, T. McKercher, J. 
Malcolm, G. Darlow and J. MeVicar. 
All those present declined the nom- 
ination, leaving Dr. Clark and Mr. A. 
Speakman before the house. 

Considerable discussion took place 
over these two names, objection being 
to Mr. Speakman on _ the 
ground that he had voted against the 
government on the budget vote, and 
algo on the ground that a Liberal con- 
vention was for the purpose of select- 
ing a true and loyal Liberal and not 
& man who was already representing 
another party in the house. 

With regard to Dr. Clark, the meet- 
ing was divided. Some upheld him, 
while others could not see eye to eye 
with him on the temperance question 
and some because they did not think 
he had played fair and square with 
the Liberal party. 

The chairman pointed out that tem- 
perance was a side issue in this elec- 
tion. The great question of tne day 
was the tariff. If the Meighen gov- 
ernment were returned to power Can- 
ada would have the highest tariff she 
had ever had. There was no abler 
man in the dominion who could speak 
on the tariff than Dr. Clark. With re- 
gard to Mr. Speakman, his vote 
against the budget was a serfous thing 
as it might have meant the defeat of 
the government, and he did not see 
how they could support him. He 
would like to see Dr. Clark’s name 
stand, and they could offer him the 
nomination, although it was a ques- 
tion whether he would accept it. 

T. Sissons moved and G. Darlow 
seconded “that this convention tender 
Dr. Clark the nomination for the Red 
Deer conetituency.” 

A long discussion then ° followed, 
those taking part being Mrs. Me. 
Creight, Messrs. J. J. Gaetz, J. J. 
Richards, G. Darlow, T. Sissons and 
J. McVicar. 

W. J. Broughton said he felt that 
Dr. Clark was not a thorough Liberal; 
he had not given the party a square 
deal and although he was not going 
to say as to whether he would vote 
for him or not, he would not go out 
and work for him. 

Finally, it was decided to take a 
vote of the meeting on Dr. Clark's 
nomination and thig resulted 33 for 
and 22 against. The chairman and 
W. Watt were delegated to get Dr. 
Clark on the phone to see if he would 
accept the nomination. 

The chairman then called upon the 
Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of the 
interior, to address the meeting. The 
minister, who was received with ap- 
plause, stated that he was glad to be 
given the opportunity to come to Red 
Deer, as he had many old friends here. 
It was rather regrettable that many 
of the old-time Liberals were not in 
attendance, but he quite realized the 
difficult situation many of the dele- 
gates found themselves in at the pree- 
ent time, which made it practically 


impossible to attend. He held no po- 
litical brief for the Progressives as 
he felt it was a movement which 
would soon wear out, There was no 
middle: course in active politics; the 
government of.the day had to take 
the responsibility for all legislation, 
There were only two sides to’. any 
question and the members of the 
house had to make their choice of 
either one or the other when lined -up. 
Canada would not prosper except on 
the line of party politics. He was 
appealing for a clean-cut Liberal 
party and pleaded for a strong front 
for this election and would like to 


see Red Deer send back a government- 


supporter who would 'be a loyal Lib- 
eral. ‘He had no complaints to make 
against Mr. Speakman. During his 
session in the house he had voted 95 
per cent of the time with the govern- 
ment. Dr. Clark was a fearless ex- 
ponent of matters as he saw them and 
by his‘ speeches in the house he had 
educated other speakers of the coun- 
try to having moderate trade views. 

Canada, owing to its geographical 
position, was a hard country to gov- 
ern, due to the fact that they had to 
adopt policies which would appeal to 
the people in the various parts of the 
land. The people of western Canada 
had no stauncher friend than the Hon. 
Mackenzie King. The Meighen policy 
was one of division not of a united 
Canada. { 

With regard to taxation, the capit- 
alized expenditure was a fixture and 
could not be reduced by the govern- 
ment. During the time they had been 
in office—four years—the Liberals had 
brought in four budgets, two of thege 
showing a surplus on the right side. 
Could the Tory government show 
that? The financial situation of the 
country was not good if the balance 
was on the wrong side. Despite the 
criticism of their opponents on fi- 
nances, the government had reduced 
the taxation and had reduced the 
tariff on some 240-odd articles. One 
important item to the people of west- 
ern Canada was the reduction of the 
tariff on farm machinery. He quoted 
one Or two instances ag a result of 
the reduction in the tariff. The Lib- 
eral party did not want to hurt the 
industry of the country but wanted 
to help it along. They hoped to have 
the tariff carried out in a scientific 
way in every particular. During the 
past four years Canada’s foreign 
trade had doubled, in addition to the 
building up of the home industries. 
The Liberals were trying to bring 
order out of chaos. The Conservative 
party stated that owing to the gov: 
ernment having made a treaty with 
Australia and New Zealand, they had 
ruined the butter and dairy produce 
industries of Canada. This was on a 
par with all their other statements. 
The price of wheat and dairy pro- 
ducts was fixed in Hngland, so how 
could the government be responsible 
for that? 

Canada had to be prepared to en- 
ter into the open markets of the world 
in competition with other nations. 
Canada had always held her own and 
would continue to do so. Although 
they had a big fight, the Hon. Mother- 
well and Hon. Dr, King, with the aid 
of a few well-known supporters, had 
made some progress in their fight for 
western Canada in the Liberal cau. 
cus. The King government had done 
nothing to destroy their support in 
eastern Canada, despite the rumors 
that their opponents had started: He 
would like to have geven or eight 
Liberal members from Alberta to sup- 
port him in the next parliament in 
their fight for western Canada. West- 
ern Canada had no place in the poll- 
cies of the Hon. Arthur Meighen. It 
would be disastrous for the west if he 
were returned to power, as he worked 
for the benefit and profit of a few in 
the east. UInstead of a united Canada 
the Meighen policy was one of a di- 
vided Canada, which would be dis- 
astrous, as it would be the old story 
of the east against the west. The 
policy of the Hon. W. Mackenzie King 
was that of a united country and not 
a disintegrated one. 

The speaker was accorded a warm 
round ,of applause at the conclusion 
of his address, which was listened to 
with rapt interest. 

The following motion was then 
moved and seconded by G. Strath and 
F. A. Malcoim: “That this convention 
goes on record as endorsing the pol- 
icy of the government of the Hon. 
William Lyon Mackenzie King and 
expresses its appreciation of the pres- 
ence of the Hon. C. Stewart at this 
convention.” This was carried unan- 
imously. 

W. F. Puffer, Lacombe, then ad- 
dressed the meeting. He had a high 
regard for Dr. Clark, although he had 
opposed him in 1917. He did not 
think there was a more able speaker 
in the dominion. There were the 
same differences of opinion now as 
then. He thought they should forget 
the petty issues and strive for Liber- 
alism. He would like to see a strong 
representation from western Canada 
to support the Hon. Mackenzie King. 
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‘HON. CHAS. STEWART ADDRESSES CONVENTION 


Dan’ Morkeberg, Innisfail, spoke 
along similar lines. j 

As there had been no word from 
Dr. Clark the chairman adjourned the 
convention for an hour. On resuming 
at 7:45, the chairman reported that 
Dr. Clark had stated over the phone 
that under no circumstances could he 
accept the nomination, owing to per- 
sonal reasons. He appreciated the 
offer from the Red Deer convention. 
' The meeting was then thrown open 
for nominations. On a ballot being 
taken four names were presented. 
Three of these withdrew, leaving T. 
McKercher of Olds in the field, and 
the choice was made unanimous. 

Mr. McKercher thanked the. con- 
vention for the honor they had done 
him. He had not expected it. He 
believed the Liberal party was the 
right one for Canada and he would be 
@ loyal supporter of Hon. Mackenzie 
King if elected. The government had 
not only reduced the tariff on several 
Ines, but had also shown a surplus 
in the budget and ‘nad brought order 
out of chaos in regard to the railways. 
He quite realized that it was a serious 
thing to take up the banner after 
such an able man as Dr. Clark, but 
he would do his best and would de- 
vote all his time in the campaign to 
make every effort he could to be 
elected to join the King government. 
He felt sure he could rely on all pres- 
ent to give him their whole-hearted 
support. 

Mr. McKercher was given @ round 
of applause and hearty cheefs at the 
conclusion of his address. 

After some discussion as to the 
campaign plans, the convention was 
brought to a close.

ECKVILLE HAPPENINGS 


The U.F.A. held their regular 
monthly meeting at Eckville on Fri- 
day the 18th. Correspondence was 
read from G. W. Smith, M.L.A., the 
Official Guardian and Head Office. 
This was ordered filed. Three dele- 
gates were appointed to attend the 
convention of this federal constitu- 
ency, to be held in Red Deer on the 
29th. It is expected that this con- 
vention will nominate a U.F.A. candi- 
date to stand for the constituericy at 
the fortkcoming dominion election. 
The delegates were instructed to sup- 
port the candidacy of Mr. Speakman, 
the sitting member. Delegates chosen 
were George Christie, Charles Kasper 
and Carl Olson. 

The delegates were instructed to 
bring two resolutions before the con- 
vention. These, if considered favor- 
ably, will be transmitted to the pro- 
vincial convention. The first dealt 
with the condition of railway fences, 
the fixing of responsibility for cattle 
killed and the speeding up of settle- 
ments. The members thought the 
railways were very careless in keep- 
ing their fences in repair, and very 
slow in making settlements for ‘cattle 
killed through this negligence. The 
other resolution was what might be 
called a fair trade resolution. The 
members held that because of adverse 
protective tariffs they could not ob- 
tain admission to the most convenient 
markets for most of their products. 
Because of Canadian tariffe, they had 
to pay enhanced prices for most of 
the articles they had to buy. The 
Canadian government recommended 
them to engage in mixed farming. 
Under these circumstances, the mem- 
bers thought it but fair that the home 
market ir the products of mixed farm- 
ing and «specially in butter and eggs 
should be secured to them by the im- 
position 
duties. 

A letter was read from the Imperial 
Bank stating that they did not pro- 
pose to open a branch in Eckville at 
present. It waa decided that a bank 
was badly needed in the village and 
that an effort would be made to in- 
terest some other bank. A commit- 
tee was appointed to gather statistics 
of the actual and potential trade of

the district to include; such . matters 
as the quantity of grain marketed at 
this point, the numberof cars of cat- 
tle, hogs and /poultry shipped, the 
amount of butter manufactured... ‘This 
committee consisted of Charles Kas 
per and J. HB.’ Lundberg.

_ The unseasonable rains continue. 
Your correspondent interviewed sev- 
eral prominent farmers from different 
parts of the. district 'and they are in- 
clined to place the average reduction 
of the yield from sprouting at from 
20 to 25 per cent. In addition to this, 
there will be a loss in grade. In the 
cases where the grain was cut very 
early it may. be nearly a total loss. 
Cages are reported where the grain 
has grown to such an extent that the 
sheaves in a stook are matted togeth- 
er, and it is almost impossible to 
separate them. These, however, are 
extreme and not numerous, Where 
the grain was cut later and has been, 
where possible, cared for by re-stook- 
ing, the damage. will not be so great. 
A small percentage is atill uncut. 
With decent weather from now on the 
district should market a fair crop even 
yet, though nothing like as heavy as 
would have been the case had the 
crop grown reached market in perfect 
condition. 


Mr. Stewart, the post office inspec- 
tor, was in the village last week in- 
terviewing the various applicents for 
the local postmastership, now vacant.

Here and There 


More than 100 persons joined tho 
ride of the Trail Riders of the 
Rockies on their horseback journey 
from Banff to Wapta Camp, via 
Marble Canyon and Lake O’Hara. 
The ride started on August 8. 


Grain figures issued by the Har- 
bor Commission of Montreal show 
that on August 1st all grain ship- 
ment records were broken by one 
day’s delivery of 2,277,712 bushels 
of grain to outgoing ships. Harbor 
officials state that this is the first 
time that grain shipments in one 
day have topped the two million 
bushel mark. 


Installation of machinery at the 
new annex of the Dominion Textile 
Mill at Montmorency Falls, Quebec, 
will be started by January first next. 
About 300 additional employees will 
be required to operate the plant. At 
present there are about 1,300 em- 
ployed at the mills. 


A prophecy that the Orient would 
become in the very near future a 
really large importer of Canadian 
wheat was made recently by Hon. 
Dr. J. H. King, Minister of Public 
Works. In predicting increased 
Orient trade in grain, Dr. King 
pointed out that imports of wheat 
from Canada for 1923-1924 increased 
by 400 per cent. 


Over fifteen thousand men left the 
east on the first harvesters excursion 
from the east to the wheat fields in 
the middle of August. Four other 
excursions are to follow from To- 
ronto later in August and Septem- 
ber, when it is expected that the 
majority of the remainder of the 50,- 
000 men required for the harvest will 
travel west. 


British teachers touring Canada 
under the auspices of the Overseas 
Educational League are now enjoy- 
ing all the various forms of enter- 
tainment to be found in the Cana- 
dian Pacific Rockies. They have 
been riding trails, hiking, fishing, 
motoring, bathing in the sulphur 
springs at the Banff Springs Hotel 
and were the guests at a dinner there 
given by J. M. Gibbon, secretary of 
the Trail Riders of the Canadian 
Rockies. 


Confidence of United States capi- 
tal in the Dominion, optimistic pre- 
parations for the new Canadian 
financing, prospects of a good crop, 
large United States purchasing in 
Canada, and heavy expenditures of 
American tourists in the Dominion, 
were some of the reasons offered by 
New York financial experts for the 
consistent above par stand of the 
Canadian dollar on the New York ex- 
change. The Canadian dollar is now 
at a premium on the New York ex- 
change. 


The total number of students in 
Canadian universities and colleges 
in 1924 was 52,639, or nearly one In 
eighteen of the total population, ac- 
cordin to a bulletin issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Under the category of colleges, the 
total number in 1924 was 83. Of this 
total six are agricultural, two tech- 
nical, two law, one dental, one for 
pharmacy, one for veterinary science, 
28 theological, 89 affiliated, one 
school for higher commercial studies, 
one college of art and one military 
college. 


During the coming winter Canada 
will see the debut of a new trans- 
portation device known as the Snow- 
motor. This consists of two hollow 
cigar shaped cylinders or drums to 
which flanges, resembling cork 
Screws, are attached. These drums 
are fixed to am automobile or trac- 
tor in the place of the wheels and, 
by rotating actually float the ma- 
chine over the snow.

THE MIKADO” AT 
THE REX THEATRE 


The Rex Theatre was crowded. to 
capacity on Saturday evening to hear 
“The Mikado,” Gilbert and Sullivan's 
famous opera, performed by the re- 
constituted Brandon Opera Company. 
It is understood that this re-constitu- 
tion thas only recently been effected, 
which no doubt accounts for some 
slight short-comings in the perform- 
ance. No programmes appeared to be 
available, which makes it impossible 
to refer to the members of the com- 
pany by other than their character 
names. The outstanding member of 
the caste so far as the ladies were 
concerned was Yum Yum, which was 
quite as it should be, since she has 
the leading part. Yum Yum possess- 
ed a singing voice of which the qual- 
ity was pleasing, sweet and true, if 
not of great volume. Her articulation 
waa excellent, making the words of 
her songs clearly distinguishable, and 
she acted easily and naturally. (Her 
singing of “‘The Sun Whose Rays Are 
All Ablaze’ deservedly earned a 
double encore, Katisha, whose part 
is almost as important if not quite so, 
has a somewhat ungrateful role to 
play since she has to make her ap- 
pearance unpleasing and her charac- 
ter unattractive. This was quite suc- 
cessfully done, and little fault could 
be found with the acting of the part. 
The singing of the pathetic song of 
desertion, “Alone and Yet Alive,” was 
interpreted in a manner in keeping 
with the character. It is a matter of 
opinion whether the giving of 80 
beautiful a song to so unattractive a 
character was quite fair in a musical 
sense on the part of the authors of 
the opera. It does not make things 
easy for the lady who takes the part. 
Of the men's parts that of Poo Bah 
was quite definitely the best perform- 
ance. He had a good voice and acted 
with a due degree of solemn and pom- 
pous absurdity. Manhi Poo was less 
happy in his efforts at times, there 
being a certain woodennesa about his 
acting and occasional lapses from 
complete accuracy in his singing, al- 
though his love duet with Yum Yum 
was one of the most melodious feat- 
ures of the performance. Koko, to 
whom falls the greater part of the 
fun in the opera, was certainly very 
funny and won the hilarious approval 
of the audience, but ft is perhaps not 
unfair to say that his methods con- 
stituted a distinct Wild Westerniza- 
tion of Gilbert and Sullivan. His ad- 
dressing the Mikado as “Mike” and 
hailing Poo Bah by the name of one 
of the most prominent politicians in 
Alberta were exceedingly amusing in- 
terpolations, but they were not Gil- 
bert and Sullivan. It is possible that 
some of the audience to whom the 
distinctively English jokes and verbal 
subtleties did not greatly appeal gain- 
ed from Koko’s performance an en- 
joyment they might not otherwise 
have got. The minor parta and the 
chorus were quite well taken, though 
there was an occasional suggestion 
that further drilling and rehearsals 
will produce considerable improve- 
ment in this direction. 

Although these criticisms are justi- 
fied, it would not be at all fair to say 
that the performance was a poor one 
all round. It was not. It was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by the audience, who 
were not in the least disposed to be 
over-exacting in their demanda on the 
players. The general pleasure taken 
{n the performance was a tribute to 
Mr. Hendren’s enterprise in bringing 
the company to Red Deer. The Rex 
Theatre has had a number of good en- 
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tertainments .of late, .which. .de'serve 
recognition: ‘Mr.*‘Hendren™ since ‘he 
came to Red Deer has been méking 
steady efforts to improve the stand. 
ards of his entertainments, and it is 
to be hoped that his efforts will be 
supported by the public tliereafter ae 
fully as they were‘on Saturday. Red 
Deer people are only too glad to hear 
first-rate operas of the “Mikado” type 
performed, and will welcome any fur- 
ther performances of this kind.
